lg  est  proportion.  Whilst  allowing  for  the  contingency  that  life 
can  be  shortened,  or  ill  health  can  be  prematurely  encouraged  by 
injudicious  habits,  we  must  acknowledge  that  the  speed  of  modern  life 
does  increase  wear  and  tear. 


n  I1518  been.no  outbreak  of  food  poisoning,  which  in  a  district 

S-u  ocb4  catering  as  it  does  for  thousands  of  visitors  during 
ie  hottest  months  of  the  year,  reflects  nothing  but  credit  on  those 
who  prepare  meals.  The  value  of  the  ordinary  rules  of  cleanliness 
cannot  be  over  emphasised.  Storing  of  food  in  clean  and  cool 
surroundings,  the  careful  washing  of  utensils  and  strict  personal 
attention,  in  particular  frequent  thorough  washing  of  hands,  and 
prompt  treatment  of  cuts  or  abrasions  to  prevent  sepsis. 

Ranking. in  importance  with  the  provision  of  an  adequate  supply 
o  pure  air  is  the  imperative  requisition  of  gathering  grounds  for  the 
provision  of  water  which  is  both  pure  and  plentiful.  This  is  a  big 

ask  requiring  constant  forethought  and  vigilance.  The  certainty  lhat 
present  supplies  are  totally  inadequate  and  that  future  demands  will 
bo. even  still  greater,  is  more  than  matched  by  the  uncertainty  of  the 
rainfall.  One  cannot  forecast  what  future  requirements  will  be. 

The  number  of  gallons  used  per  day  can  only  be  approximate  and  will 
inevitably  go  on  increasing,  for  greater  personal  cleanliness,  for 

industrial  purposes,  and  lastly  but  by  no  means  least  for  agricultural 
requirements.

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  this 
Department  for  1948.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

A  weekly  collection  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse  commenced  in 
April  of  this  year  and  pail  closet  collection  is  now  done  completely 
during  the  night  hours,  this  has  eradicated  numerous  complaints  and 
given  cause  for  satisfaction  throughout  the  District.  This  work, 
along  with  special  paper,  trade  waste  and  house  refuse  collection, 
is  being  done  by  the  Council’s  o wn  fleet  of  five  Karrier  Bantam 
collecting  vehicles,  one  of  which  is  equipped  with  a  special  tank 
for  night  soil  collection. 

In  October  of  this  year,  owing  to  the  introduction  of  a  44  hour 
5  day  week,  it  was  necessary  to  reorganise  the  House  Refuse  Collection 
Districts  to  fit  the  new  conditions.  Whilst  the  efficient  running 
of  this  on  occasion  has  been  disorganised  by  illness  and  vehicle 
breakdowns,  it  has  on  the  whole  proved  itself  and  worked  satisfactorily 
both  I  think  to  the  Ratepayers  and  to  your  employees  on  this  service. 

This  Department  is  responsible  for  collecting  5254  ash  bins 
and  pail  closets. 

The  whole  of  the  District’s  house  and  trade  refuse  is  disposed 
of  by  Controlled  Tipping  at  the  Dimple  Farm  Tip,  with  the  exception 
of  two  loads  per  week  from  Bonsall,  this  being  deposited  on  the  Tip 
at  Bright gate. 

The  income  from  salvage  sorted  from  refuse  at  the  Controlled 
Tip  during  1948  was  £235  Os  7d. 

SALVAGE. 

The  need  for  recovery  of  waste  materials,  waste  paper  in 
particular,  remains  as  vital  as  evior  and  we  are  told  by  the  Board 
of  Trade  that  its  importance  in  the  economic  recovery  of  the  country 
cannot  be  over  estimated.  It  is  with  this  in  mind  that  the 
Department  has  made  all  out  endeavours  to  collect  the  maximum  amount 
and  whilst  still  the  tonnage  is  not  up  to  target  figure  we  have  made 
steady  progress  through  the  year,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  given. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  this  progress  be  maintained 
and  improved  during  1949.

The  results  in  all  cases  are  notified  to  the  purveyors  and 
usually  followed  up  by  an  inspection  with  a  view  to  remedial  measures 
being  taken  to  improve  cleanliness  in  production  methods.

The  following  schedule  shows  the  meat  inspected  at  the  Bakewell 
Slaughterhouse  whore  48  visits  wore  made  for  this  purpose. 

Apart  from  pigs,  cniel ly  under  the  Self  Supplier  Pig  Scheme, 
no  slaughtering  is  done  locally.  " 

Meat  is  allocated  at  Bakewell  and  delivered  to  the  local  butchers 
y  van  and  whilst  the  improvement  in  vehicles  remarked  upon  last  year 
has  been  reasonably  maintained,  the  careless  handling  of  unprotected 
meu  during  delivery  is  grievous  to  see  and  should  be  the  occasion 
oi  a  great  drive  by  the  appropriate  Ministries  during  1949  to  remove 
this^grave  cause  for  concern  by  the  consuming  public,  Medical  Officers, 
and  oanitary  Inspectors  all  over  the  Country.  By  stricter 

S?P2v^isiSn  of  their  moat  handlers  and  provision  of  clean  protective 
clothing  for  those  engaged  in  this  work  a  great  improvement  could 
be  made  and  surely  this  is  not  too  much  to  ask  from  a  Government 
Department  which  should  be  setting  a  good  example  to  other  food 
handlers,  not  adding  to  the  numerous  difficulties  which  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  already  has  in  persuading  persons  in  the  food  trade  to  use 
decent  hygienic  methods  in  their  businesses.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  Afim  -1 


As  a  follow  up  to  the  detailed  survey  of  all  sewers  in  the  District 
in  connection  with  treatment  for  rat  infestation  as.  detailed  by  the 
Ministry,  test  baiting  has  been  carried  out  on  two  occasions  during  19i$ 
and  the  results  were  satisfactory,  no  infestations  having  been 
discovered.  A  general  oversight  to  all  Council  property,  particularly 
refuse  tips,  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  and  the  Rodent 
Operative's  Monthly  Reports  show  a  clean  bill  in  this  respect.  River 
banks  and  various  works  and  properties  in  their  vicinity  have  also  been 
inspected  and  in  general  no  major  infestation  has  occurred.  An 
inspection  of  the  District  by  the  Rodent  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  proved  that  the  organisation  in  this  District 
appears  to  be  sufficiently  adequate  to  carry  out  effective  rodent 
control  and  provided  this  is  maintained  your  Council  will  be  eligible 
for  the  50,/o  grant  ns  outlined  in  the  L.  A.  Circular  No.N.S.  19.
